WEEKLY was first when it|

If clubs could guarantee an aver- 
age home attendance of only 5,000- 
plus, there would be good cause to 
persist with the competition in its 
present format. Yet it is a fact that, 
from time to time, some crowds have 
actually slumped below the 1,000 
mark. Ally this to huge financial 
outlay and you have the perfect 
scenario for a Soccer disaster. 

As we pointed out in our editoria 
year ago, the splitting of the PSL into 
two sections would certainly reduce. 
crippling bills for air travel. Also, 
bringing in a few well-supported 
State League clubs would give the 
competition several more “local der- 
bies”, which must attract better at- 
tendances. One of the drawbacks of 
the present Philips League is that

Never again let it be said that New Zealand 
rates “nil” on the World Cup ranking list! 

In match after match, the Kiwis are destroy- 
ing the opposition in their World Cup qualify- 
ing Group, indeed it has become something of a 
one-horse race. 

Mathematically, Australia can still top the Group but, if 
that miracle is to happen, New Zealand must drop one or 
two points in their final match — in Auckland against Fiji. 
This would be the equivalent of the U.S.A. beating 
England but, as historians know, that actually did happen 
in the World Cup in 1950, 

Such results, though, don’t occur very often! 

In their latest outing, New Zealand comfortably beat 
Taiwan 2-0 in Auckland and, as usual, the goalscorers were 
the talented Steve Woodin and Grant Turner.

Much has been written about Australia’s pathetic 
performances against New Zealand and the subse- 
quent resignation of Rudi Gutendorf. Inevitably, 
most of the criticisms have been levelled at the 
coach, and while this is not to be unexpected (or 
totally underserved), | would suggest that more 
attention should be given to the unprofessional 
conduct of several of the senior team members. 

Reports of discontent, disharmony and general 
lack of team spirit can firmly be attributed to Audi 
Gutendorf's ultra-regimental approach unwar- 
ranted team changes and, as a result his failure to 

jet his players behind him. What happens on the 
field however, 'is a different story..Sure, the coach 
sets the pattern and the team is commited to 
following this pattern. However, giving a 100 per 
cent effort on the day is up to the individual, more 
so when you are representing your country. 

This, sadly, was not the case against New Zea- 
land and | commend Rudi Gutendorf for confining 
his post-match comments to one of disappointment 
with his players’ performances. A more appropriate 
description, and one which | am sure is shared b) 
many Soccer followers, would be total disgust. 
lack of commitment on such an important occasion 
was indefensible and if the intention was to 
highlight a coaching deficiency, then long may we 
remain in the back-woods of Soccer. 

Our captain, in the build-up to the Indonesian 
match, remarked that the players will once again be 
shouting encouragement to one another on the field 
— on-field talking under Rudi Gutendorf was out, 
“We were scared,” was the reported comment. 
What an incredible admission and a perfect illustra- 
tion of where our real problems lie. No bouquets for 
Rudi Gutendorf but let's be a little bit more realistic 
in our post-mortems. 

Finally, a word of praise for our Kiwi friends. This 
New Zealand team is a well-drilled and skilful 
combination capable of providing a brand of enter- 
taining Soccer not often seen in Australia. | doubt 
very much if any Australian combination (coach 
included) would have emerged victorious from 
these encounters.

Ray Richards in the ‘‘Sun-Herald" and to a lesser 


extent other scribes have said it all about the 
Socceroos unfortunate demise. The real disaster 
was not played out last Saturday but some months 
ago. 

Despite a widespread agitation from knowledge- 
able Soccer experts that Rudi Gutendorf must go, 
he was retained: this decision after the Socceroos’ 
world tour was the real disaster. 

For all those people who now say Australian 
Soccer is finished, in my opinion their despondency 
is misplaced, just as at other times these same 
people are talking in stupidly optimistically terms of 
Soccer becoming the number one football code in 
Australia. 

Consider these facts, just a day before the Soc- 
ceroos disaster: the FA Cup replay was played in 
London and televised live around the World; the 
public response to the match received by the ABC 
was apparently fantastic. In fact in the jast five or 
six years the interest and popularity of the FA Cup 
Final has reached major proportions, even though 
the FA Cup is not an Australian sporting event and 
many, if not most, are usually ordinary games. | 
would go as far as to say that on an Australia-wide 
basis the FA Cup Final is at least as popular an 
event as the Sydney Rugby League Grand Final, if 
not more so. The magnificent FA Cup replay can 
only enhance its popularity in Australia. As to a 
lesser extent English club and European Cup com- 
petition football has wide acceptance via television. 

Therefore we have a false situation regarding 
Soccer in Australia. cer the world game is 
gaining unprecedented acceptance, support and 
publicity, but Australian Soccer just flounders on. 

The World Youth Championship will be inter- 
esting. 


What can be done to enable Australian Soccer to 
get its share of the Soccer market remains to be 
seen but | for one am not as pessimistic as others. 
Very often, out of disaster, good can come.

To blame just one man, in this case Sidi Guten- 
dorf, for the disaster which struck our naviona! team 
in their game against New Zealand would be an 
injustice, because there are many more people 
involved, from top administration to players’ level. 

All of them thought that playing in the World Cup 
Finals was a fe conclusion and going to be 
an easy passage. In any type of cup football there is 
no such thing. “Get a top coach from overseas and 
we are home,” was the general outlook. 


The only way you can win games is with a team 
containing harmony, friendship between the play- 
ers, team- and fighting-spirit. This was something 
which made Rale Rasic succeed with his team in 
1973 and '74. Besides improving the standard of 
play of each individual player, he made sure there 
was no discontent within the team and nobody 
interferred with his running of the team. Paid no 
attention to Press reports, but just went his own 
way, If there was any politics going on behind the 
team, he made sure that the players did not 
involved. Unfortunately Rudi Gutendorf, not familiar 
with Australian conditions and having to rely on 
Information of administators, never managed to 
establish a firm squad, instead travelled all around 
the country and States looking at any player recom- 
mended by coaches or officials. This was his failure. 

After one year he should have had the nucleus of 
his squad together and developed the players intoa 
content, fighting unit, instead of trying new players 
out on every occasion the national team was en- 
gaged in a game. 

fe made another mistake in not being familiar 
with the difference between the German and Aus- 
tralian outlook of players. The average German 
accepts orders, often without asking any questions, 
and is more easily disciplined. To try to get an 
Australian player to train commando-style will never 
succeed in this country. After all he was only 
dealing with so-called semi-professionals. 


There is no doubt that the mistake was made at 
top’ level. A coach familiar with Australian condi- 
tions and a thorough knowledge of the standard of 
the game in this country should have been ap- 
pointed from the start. The greatest disaster was 
when a personality clash between the president of 
the ASF and Rale Rasic took place after the return 
of the Australian team from the Finals in West 


Germany. Whatever the cause or reason for their 


disagreement, both men should have reconciled 
and put the game before their own personal 
feelings. 

Another error of the administrators was to bring 
out an English coach, instead of looking around for 
a suitable replacement for Rale Rasic, again a 
coach who was familiar with Australian conditions 
and the general set-up of Australian Soccer. In my 
opinion there were several prospective candidates 
available with F.A. coaching credentials. It turned 
out to be another failure, and the coach was 
dismissed and returned home. 

In my opinion the team, in their defeat by New 
Zealand, are also to blame to a certain extent. Even 
if they were in disagreement with their coach for 
any kind of reason, they too should have thought 
about Australia first. Their lack-lustre performance 
did not show this. What took Australia into the 
Finals of the 1974 World Cup was sheer determina- 
tion and fighting spirit. Those two were definitely 
Daten the team in their vital game. There were 
no Richards’, Baartz’ and Wilsons, to mention only a 
few of the Australian players who fought every 
te throughout their lead-up games to the 

‘inals, 

There were 15,000 followers present, of any na- 
tionality, who would have been whole-heartedly 
behind the Socceroos and prepared to give the 
team full support. They were dressed in Australian 
colours, brought and bought flags, more than | have 
ever witnessed before of our multi-racial communi- 
ty. It was all to no avail, because it seemed to them 
that the, pavers were not interested at all in trying to 
obtain a victory. They felt betrayed and became 
disheartened by the performance, remembering 
how teams in the past used to put up a fight until 
the very last minute.

| CERTIFICATE COURSES 


When your child goes to school to learn English, Mathematics, 
Science and Arts, you are entitled to expect that he/she will be taught by 
persons qualified to teach those subjects. 


When your child registered with his/her 
Soccer club this year, did you bother to 
enquire whether the team coach was 
qualified to teach Soccer? 

No, you probably didn’t. 

Yet when ‘examination time’ comes 
round, i.e. every Saturday, and you see a 

performance from your child and 
is/her team mates, you will probably feel 
disgruntled and in all too many cases 
express your feelings in verbal attacks on 
the players, 


Low Standard 


If it came to your knowledge that not only 
Here child but every child in his/her class 
ad done badly in their examinations at 
school, would you make it your business to 
blast every child in the class, or would you 
instead make due complaint to the school 
concerning the low standard of teaching? 
I believe that most of you would take the 
latter course, and this being so, I suggest 
that it would be appropriate to address any 
discontent concerning low standards of 
Soccer achievement, not to the players, but 
to their club. 
One of my objectives is to conduct 
Coaching Courses as prescribed by the 


Australian Soccer Federation National Co- 
aching Scheme. 

The foundation stone of the scheme is 
the Certificate Course, presented for men 
and women who need assitance in coping 
sl the problem of organising young 
players. 

It is especially suited to persons with 
little or no practical experience of the 

, but is useful also to those who have 
found that being able to teach someone 
else to play the game are quite different 
matters. 

The aim of the course is to show how 
young players may be organised into 
pl ful Soccer activity with enjoyment 
and satisfaction as prime objectives, 

There is no obligation on t attending 
a Certificate Course to be practically in- 
volved. There is no fee to be paid, no 
examination to be faced. 

A Certificate Course can be conducted 
in your own area, provided that the offi- 
cials of clubs within the area get their heads 
together fo come up with a sufficient 
number of candidates to make the running 
of a course worthwhile.

Kaz Kulak is an unhappy man. He was sacked recently as 
coach of Avala, according to Kaz, because he dropped

“T have my principles. You must put better players in the 
team, players who give 100 per cent effort in a game and at 


training,” he said. 


“Last year when I became 
the coach, the team was 
almost destroyed. There 
were only 11 players last 
ear, with no subs; but we 
at Croatia 3-2 at home 
and then 3-1 away, which 
meant a lot to the club. 

“After two wins against 
Croatia, Kaz Kulak was the 
god of the club; but when 
Kaz Kulak drops two Yu- 
goslav players, Kaz Kulak 
is a no-good coach. 

Kulak suffered through 
the loss of Bruce Tilt and 
Branko Karanfilovski early 
in the year through injury,

In fact two players felt so 
strongly about Kulak’s sac- 
king that they left the team:

$5,000. 

Kulak played in his 
native Poland before mov- 
ing to Australia 13 years 
ago, with a career asa play- 
er and later as coach, in- 
cluding a spell in charge of

“I was so disappointed
